RIVER OF OIL 
BURN S A VILLAGE. 


(By THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 


EW YORK, March 24.—A river of Gunite oil 
swept down upon the little village of Glen- 
garden, N.J., while its inhabitants were asleep 
this morning, and reduced eleven buildings, 
stores and residences, to ashes. The conflagra- 
tion was extraordinary in character and in its 
origin.. 
The village is in a valley along the line of 
the Jersey Central Railroad. An immense 
freight train was coming east at Press vor a.m. 


tracks of the railroad run along the side of a 
i mountain. They descend as they approach the 
village, but even at the station are considerably ‘ 
above the main street, which runs up to the de- 
pot at a steep incline. | 
_A few miles west of the village, while coming 
down the incline around the mountain, the train 
parted. The engineer on the forward engine 
pulled open the throttle of the engine and tried 
to race away fromthe section, which was in- 
creasing its speed every second. He managed 
.to keep clear of the racing cars until he got op- 
posite the depot at Glengarden, when the second 
section smashed into the first. The first section, 
composed of coal cars, was going at a high rate 
of speed, and none of its cars were jolted off the 
track. The forward car, one of the oil tanks of 
the runaway section, was hurled sidewise across 
the tracks, and the oil tank cars behind were 
piled upon top of it in every way. 
The first crash caused the oil in one of the 
tanks to explode and ignite, and the terriffc heat 
caused the other.cars to explode, one after the 
other | 
The running the down to 
the main street acted as a sluice for the burning 
oil, and it poured into the chief thoroughfare of 
the village, setting fire to everything it touched. 
Houses, fences, trees, shrubbery and barns were 
reduced to ashes in an incredibly short time. 
Villagers awakened by the explosions rushed 
from the oncoming flood of blazing oil, carrying 
children in their arms. Some risked their lives 
to free horses, cows and dogs in outbuildings, 
but other unfortunate animals could not be 
reached in time and were burned. ‘ 
Within five minutes after the first explosion 
the flowing river of oil had reached the Masonic 
Temple in the heart of the village,and ten min- 
utes later the structure was enveloped in flames. 
Then building after building, all of them frame, 
took fire as the oil reached them, and within half 
-an hour an area of 400 square feet was a mass of

WASHINGTON, March 24.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) If Gen. Funston cap- 
tures Aguinaldo his friends will renew 
their efforts to get him a commission 
in the army commensurate with his 
achievements in the Philippines. There 
was great disappointment when it was 
learned that the best that could be of- 
fered the Kansan was a place in the 
line as a lieytenant. Funston is now a 
brigadier-general of volunteers, and 
would not accept it. 

The officials are puzzling over the 
problem that would confront them 
should Aguinaldo be brought into camp 
alive.

He appealed to the man- 
liest in evéry one. His work was for 
the strongest and most self-reliant of 
the men znd in that way he influenced 
the entire college. 

“As a scientist he was preéminent 
not alone for the original work he 
when afield in the heart of Africa, 
the South Seas or in: the American 
Rockies, but for the true spirit of the 
scientist which he brought to his work 
as a ‘man of God,’ the fearlessness of 
truth, the passion to know the facts no 
matter what traditions and theories 
suffered. His grandfather was a nat- 
uralist, and made observation of na- 
ture.

THE UGANDA BRIDGE CONTRACT. 
A government return has just been 
issued giving the names of the British 
and American firms who tendered for 
the supply of certain bridges for the 
Uganda Railway, says the London Iron 
Monger, together with the amounts of 
the various tenders. The report con- 
tains no information as to the kind of 
bridge work which was required, and 
is equally silent upon the highly im- 
portant question whether or no the 
American and _  UBritish firms  con- 
cerned tendered for exactly the same 
kind of thing.

' PROFITS OF ONION GROWING. 

A WEBFOOT PATCH. . 
Oregon is a country of copious rains 
and of many streams. Beaver dams 
abound there and the peatiands around 
these dams are very fertile. They are 
favorite spots to grow onions. Here is 
what is said of this: 

Fanno Brothers of Portland, Or., 
have sold 8000 centals of onions of the 
1900 crop at an average of $1.75 per 
cental, and are holding 2000 centals 
which they are marketing in 100-cental 
lots at $4 per cental, so that their re- 
turns for the season's crop will total 
at least $22,000. 

All of these onions were grown on a 
twenty-acre patch of beaver-dam land, 
which has been cultivated by the Fan- 

for many years, and has never 
to turn off from 400 to 600 centals 
to the acre. 

The yield for 1899 was fully as large 
as that of 1900, but the crop was sold 
so much earlier that the top prices 
were missed. 

After the crop was gathered last fall 
the Fannos commenced selling at $1 
per cental, but soon advanced to $1.50 
and $1.75. From this figure it jumped 
to $2 and $2.50 per cental, and about a 
month ago to $3. Last week the price 
was put up to $4 per cental, and the 
entire stock on hand could be sold at 
that figure. 


as higher prices are expected later, it 
being fully two months before any new 
California onions will appear in the 
market. David Regatto, a neighbor of 
the Fannos, last year sold his onions 
in 100 cental lots as high as $6.50 per 
cental. He has faith in the price 
reaching that figure again this season, 
for he is not selling at present prices. 
He has a smaller patch than the 
Fannos. but has marketed several hun- 
dred sacks already, and has 3000 sacks 
on hand. For these he could receive 
$4 per cental at present, but he expects 
to secure as high prices as he realized 
last year. Beaver-dam land, on which 
these immense crops are produced, is 


| held at pretty high prices, and most of 


that which is close to rail or water 
transportation is in cultivation. Fan- 
nos’s onion patch is but seven miles 
from Portland. 

German Basket Industry. 

Simon W. Hanauer, United States 
Vice-Consul at Frankfort-on-Main, 
Germany, writes as follows: 

“The wicker-basket industry in Ger- 
many has in the past year been steady, 
though the exporters complain of the 
unprofitable prices of the goods in gen- 
eral, excepting articles of luxury and 
novelties, owing to excessive competi- 
tion. The exporters also feel aggrieved 
on account of the high import duties 
levied on wickerware by many foreign 
countries, and they protest strongly 
against the arbitrary treatment on the 
part of the customs auhorities at the 
borders where the are inspected, 
referring especially to Russian, French 
and Italian officials. 

“The great advance in the price of 
the raw materials used in this branch 
which took place during the past year 
has been very detrimental. A new 
danger is threatening the workers in 
this line, namely, the making of wicker 
baskets by machinery, as a very sat- 
isfactory working machine has lately 
been put on the market by a manufac- 
turer in Gera.”’ 


Cuban Fruit Raising. 

The Columbia Cuba Improvement 
Company of Brooklyn, N. Y., secured 
30,000 acres of fruit and building land 
on the island of Cuba for development. 
The land is near Cabonica Bay, be- 
tween Nipe and Baracoa, at the ecast- 
ern end on the north shore. The com- 
pany has planned to devote 26.000 acres 
of the tract to fruit culture, 1000 acres 
to building lots, 2000 acres to bananas 
only, and several hundred acres to the 


growing of sugarcane. 

“We want,” said one of the pro- 
moters, “fruit growers and all Inter- 
ested in the growing of fruit to know 
about the land we have secured.

LAKE NAVIGATION. , 
SHIPPING, TONNAGE AND - OUT- 
LOOK, 


(SPECIAL OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, March 19.—The pros- 
pect of an early opening of naviga- 
tion on the Great Lakes and the prepa- 
rations made by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics to continue its work, in- 
augurated in 1900, of gathering statis- 
tics of that commerce, lends interest to 
a review of last year’s business on 
the lakes compared with that of earlier 
years just prepared by that bureau. 
The entire commercial development of 
the Great Lakes and of the territory 
contiguous thereto has been embraced 
within the century which has just 
closed, arid the more interesting phases 
of it are presented by the record of the 
past ten years. Prior to that time'the 
growth had been by leaps 4nd bounds, 
interspersed with periods of depres- 
sion, and during the five years follow- 
ing 18765, when rail competition first 
became active, there was a very ap- 
preciable falling off both in vessel ton- 
nage and the volume of freight traffic. 
ng up first the accessions to the 

ton e engaged in the carrying trade 
on the inland seas, it may be noted 
that never prior to 1890 had the lake 
tonnage reached an aggregate of 1,000,- 
000 tons. In that year the aggregate 
tonnage was 1,063,064 tons, and from 
that time until the present day an al- 
most steady increase has been noted. 
Never since 1889 has the total dropped 
below the 1,000,000-ton mark, and with 
the single exception of 1894 there has 
been no year wherein the tonnage sum 
has not shown an increase Over the 
preceding twelve months. The mini- 
mum yearly increase during the dec- 
ade was 14,059 tons and the maximum 
86,035 tons, the latter having been re- 
ed in 1897, while the year previous 

a gain of 82,608 tons to its credit. 
The aggregate tonnage on the lakes 
at the close of the last fiscal year 
(June 30, 1900,) was 1,565,587 tons, a 
gain of 502,524 tons, or 32 per cent., 
during the interim covered by the com- 


parison. 

It may be of interest to digress for 
a moment at this point to consider the 
relation of the lake fleet to the vessels 
of all kinds owned in the United States. 
In 1891, for instance, when the aggre- 
gate tonnage under the American flag 
wae 4,684,759, the tonnage of the large 
craft amounted to 1,154,870 tons, or over 
24 per cent. The aggregate tonnage 
for the nation increased very gradu- 
ally prior to 1900, and thus in 1896 and 
1897, when heavy additions were made 
to the complement of fresh-water car- 
riers, the shipping of the inland seas 
represented as high as 29 per cent. of 
the whole. According to the iatest 
statistics compiled by the United States 
Commissioner of Navigation, the aggre- 
gate burden of American vessels is 
5,164,839 tons, and the Great Lakes, 
with 1,565,587 tofts, thus embraces 30 
per cent. Finally it may be noted, 
for purposes of comparison, that the 
tonnage of vessels now owned on the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts of the United 
States is 2,727,802 tons, and thus ex- 
ceeds by 74 per cent. the tonnage on 
the Great Lakes. 

Taking up the subject of iron and 
steel vessels exclusively, the Great 


Of the 1,592,831 tons of iron 
and steel tonnage in the United States, 
inclusive of Hawaii, there are on the 
inland seas 687,769 tons, or 43 per cent. 
The Atlantic and Gulf coasts have 
762,821 tons, or leas than 11 per cent. 
in excess of the lake fleet, as com- 

with an excess of 74 per cent. 
when craft of all kinds are taken into 
consideration. The true significance 
of the figures indicative of the relative 
strength of shipping on the Great 
Lakes and Atlantic and Gulf coasts is 
only gained, however, when a compari- 
gon of the number of iron and steel 
vessels in each locality is presented 
in conjunction with the statements of 
tonnage. 

Of the aggregate of 1225 iron and steel 
vessels fiying the American flag, the 
Great Lakes have but 322, as compared 

Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts. In other words, the inland 
waterway, with but 26 per cent. of 
the metal vessels in the American fleet, 
has 43 per cent. of the tonnage, and 
whereas the iron and steel fleet owned 
on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts nu- 
merically exceeds that on the lakes by 
137 per cent., In tonnage the excess is, 
as has been stated, less than 11 per 
cent. To carry this comparison fur- 
ther, it may be of interest to consider 
the apportionment of the larger iron 
and steel vessels—those of 1000 tons 
each’ and over—now operated under 
the American flag. Of this class of 
tonnage, out of a t in the United 
States and Hawali 778 veesele of 
1,710,136 tons, there are to be found on 
the Great Lakes 424 vessels of $11,533 
tons. It will thus be seen that the 
lakes have 54 per cent. of the whole 
fleet and 53 per cent. of the tonnage. 

In numerical strength the lake fleet 
exceeds that of the Atlantic Coast 
and Gulf of Mexico by 151 vessels, or 
55 per cent., and in tonnage by 271,381 
tons, or 42 per cent.

An agent for an export firm in New 
York, who was sent to Manila nearly 
seven months ago, says that govern- 
ment undertakings alone will consume 
hundreds of tons of finished material 
during the balance of this year. These 
contracts are given to the lowest bid- 
ders, provided that the concern bidding 
can prove to the authorities that they 
are responsible. There are under proj- 
ect steam and electrical railway under- 
takings, waterworks and electric light- 
ing plants. Manila merchants, many 
of whom are Chinese, are substituting 
American goods for those that have 
heretofore been b t from Europe. 
There is a deman for American 
watches and clocks, stationery and 
printing material, harnesses, hardware 
and many other articles in each of 
these lines. The agent has sent what 
ae firm here claims to be substantial 
orders. 


The utilization of sawdust is the pur- 


pose of a machine recently patented in 


Canada and noted by United States 
Consul-General John L. Bittinger, of 
Montreal, who does not give the name 
of the inventor. The sawdust is dis- 
tilled, and the capacity of the machine 
is about 2000 pounds of wet sawdust 
per hour; with dry sawdust this capac- 
ity is more than doubled. In addition 
to the gases —— 1000 pounds of 
sawdust is said to produce follow- 
ing: “Char,” 160 pounds; acids, 180 
pounds; water, 248 pounds; tar, 162 
pounds. The gases, of which no record 
was kept as to volume, are claimed to 
be superior to coal gas for heating and 
illuminating; but they are unpleas- 
antly pungent without going through a 
purifier. The inventor is seeking capi- 
tal, $100,000 being required to properly 
equip the plant. In Europe some 
twenty different establishments make 
oxalit acid out of sawdust; dried yel- 
low and white pine are said to contain 
94 per cent of oxalic acid, and oak has 
83 per cent. 

A London paper, calling attention to 
the fact that during the past year over 
6000 electric tramway cars were manu- 
factured in America, says: “The mag- 
nitude of the business will be better 
understood by recalling the fact that 
there are prot@bly not more than 6000 
tramway cars of all kinds in use in the 
United Kingdom today. Unfortunately, 
from the standpoint of British work- 
men, our manufacturers are not yet 
able, says the Sheffield Telegraph, to 
supply the increasing demand for cars, 
and from all parts of the country com- 
plaints come of great delay in filling 
orders. One large corporation was re- 
cently obliged to delay the opening of 
its electric tramways several months 
because cars could not be got.” As to 
the iron trade, it says: “Short time is 
ruling in the steel and iron trades 
throughout the North and lands in 
consequnece of the falling-off in orders. 
A dozen forge works have closed down 
in the Midlands; and at many others 
the number of hands is considerably 
reduced. To ameliorate these condi- 
tions cheaper raw material—coal and 
pig iron—is regarded as imperative. 
With reduced to the 1896-7 level 
it is claimed that Americah manufac- 
turers would be unable to compete with 
the British market.” 


Extensive consignments of railway 
material have just been taken to Yoko- 
hama, Japan, by the two steamers that 
recently sailed. T! steamer Glen- 
garry, among other things, had on 
board $30,000 worth of railroad spikes, 
$17,000 worth of locomotive parts, $11,000 
of car material, $17,000 of manufac- 
tured iron and $15,000 of brass goods.

000 of steel rails, $14,000 of railroad 
spikes, $14,000 of manufactured iron and 
$10,000 of electrical material.
